ESSAY ON PLANK ROADS, |

BY Wil GRRGG.
DELIVERED BEFORE TIIE LITERARY CLUB OF
CIIARLESTON.

A coxraxy of gentlemen of Ediefield Dis-
trict. with a few individuals of Charleston, pro. |
pose to build a plank road from this city to the |
mountains,  The plan, is to commence at
Chaileston and proceed to the vieiuity of Ab-
heville Court-House, taking the direction of the |
South-Caroliva Reil-road, and crossing  the |
Edisto between Branchyille and Orangeburg; |
there striking the dividing tidge between the two
[distoes which leads, without erossing water,
to the ridge which divides the waters of the Su-
vapnah and Saleda, There is probably no lo-
eation in the United States which will afford
casier average grades—they may cestainly be |
reduced to 1in 50 hoth ways as far as Abbe- |
ville, and beyond that to Pendleton 1 in 30— |
Among the great improvements whiceh charne- |
terise the present age of progress, and which |
have so materially aided in diffusing the com- |
forts of human liie, the plank-road is destined |
to occupy a prominent place.  Good common |
roads tend to change the condition of the far-
mer wherever they are extended 5 the plank-
road gives him a thoroughlare infivitely supe-
rior to any other, not excepting the railroud ;
this superiority consists in its peculiar adapta-
tion to the wauts of a people who necessarily
maintain a large number of borses which are
fed and kept in idleness at u season of the year
when crops are sent to market; a motive pow-
er which would carry a crop to market on a
plank-road without cost exeept for tolls.  The
travelling community will, by the same means,
move without being subject to the rules and
regulations of others, as to the time, speed or
equipage in whicl they may desire to travel,

The cheapness and faeility with which plank
roads may be constructed inour State, need on-
ly to bemade known to produce a change which
shall in a few years uunihilate one of the great-
est evils known to our country —the mud and
wire through which our bulky and valuable pro-
duets are yearly dragged to market.

Iu many parts of vur country this is a source
of involuntary hermitage; for a days’ journcy
is not attainable except through reads which
seem to have concentrated all the evils that
could embarrass o traveller.  Plank-roads, by |
penctrating our forests, will find materials for
their eonstruetion, and alterwards atford the
means of carrying them into portions of our
State where timber has been exhausted.

They will be the means, when introduced,
of redeciming and sctthng lands hitherto eon-
sidered useless, and will so expedite travel as to
bring a large range of surronuding country so
near to us, as o be, asit were, the environs of
onr city. ‘The plank-road s the road of the
peaple, opei to all, allording relict to the beast
ol burden, muliiplying and cheapening the fi-
cilities for earrying produce to macket, and al-
fording o delightlul nicans of tiavel.

We can trace their ovigin to Russia, bot are
unable th fix the date. They were introdueed
into Canada in 1831, into New-York in 1840,
aud reeently into North Carolina, Georgia, and |
other Soutiiern as well as Western h‘f:llus.—!
They have superseded Me Adamized roads, aned |
in some instanees have maintained a suceessiul
competition with rail-roads,  Fven in conntries |
where stone is plenty and wood comparatively |
searce, they are ote-hall’ cheaper than MeAd-
amized roads, and one teuth of the eost of ruil-
roads,

Where constantly used by burden wagons,
they are more durable and less costly than
MeAdamized ronds, ineluding the outlay neces- |
sary to relay the plask-road vaeein vine years,
A mule may draw twice as great a load on a ;
plank road as he canon MeAdamized road,
travel with greater speed and more ease to Lin-
self, while there will be less wear to the vebi-
ele which he draws,

Carolina R. I, Hamburg was patin
operation, the country throngh which it passes
remains a comparative wilderness, withi its han-

It is the received opinion all over the world |

‘The amount
of eapital expended in those useless canals,
would liave constructed MeAdamized roads to
every important section of our State, serving,
at that period, to cheapen the transit of pro-
duce to market, and at this time as a basis for
the plauk road, so admirably adapted to our
country, aml which, in my opinion, is destined
to supersede all other modes of transit,
Ruil-roads are expensive in their first outluy,
and extremely complicated and expensive to

| keep up. 'They seldom improve the country

through which they pass, and are beneficiul to
cities ouly, by reaching sections of country
which have no natural outlets, and which are
beyond the reach of a wagon trade, over goud
common roads, They are profitable to stock-
holders ouly when located on great thorough-
fares for travel, and where they can be used to
extend the commerce of a city. Out of the
9,000 miles of rail-road now in use in the U.
States, it is surprising to learn how few of them
yield a profit commensurate to the cap‘tal which
has been invested in their construction. It cer-
tainly ought to admonish vs against injudicious
selections of the mode of improving the high-
ways of the State, and of the fatal consequen-
ces ef exhausting the energy and capital of a
country to construct works which, however gi-
gantic in their econception, will not prove sutfi-
ciently useful to pay for keeping them up. [
allude to the present state of public sentiient

{ from no unkind feelings towards the rail-roads

now being projected and in progress in our
State, but from a settled conviction that public
opiuion, in this particular, is entirely in error.
Ruil-roads are necessarily costly works, and
ought not to be attempted except by capitalists
for bona_fide investment.
